Wr observe from our Coylon contompor- 
ariea that two vory important changes —and, 
we think, on the whole improvementa-~ato 
to be made in the constitution of . the 
Legislative. Council of Ceylon. The prin- 
cipal change is tho limitation of. the tenuro 
of office of unoificial members to’ thros 
years. The advantage claimed for this.is 
that the introduction of new lifo into the 
Counéil is a great stimulus to tho unofiicial 
element, which otherwise, enjoying a semi- 
porpotuity: of office, is apt to become almoat 
entirely identified with the official element, 
There ie, however, agct-off to tho gain in 
the faot that unofficial members who have 
been Iong in the Council acquire an ex- 
perience which, in tho case of any differance 
between the Gorornment-and the residenta, 
may bo of great service to the latter. Ina 
Colony, therefore, like Ceylon, where 
the unofficial members aro nominated by the 
Government, the net gain is not very large. 
But. whore tho unofficial snembora aro 
practically elected by more or. less repro- 
sentative bodies, the gain would be very 
great. Frequent contact with the electoral 
bodies would not only-stimulate the mom- 
bers bat would: quicken the political life of 
tho wholo commuuity. Tho . experience 
obtained by the old members would be a 
recommendation in their fuyour and in moat 
casos they would doubtless be re-alected, 
Tho very fact, however, of their having to 
seck re-election would prevent any tendency 
to easy-going compliaucs to official leading. 
Tf, as we have often recommended, we could 
only get the elective priuciplo here extonded 
for all the unofiicial scats and then tho 
adoption of the Colombo principle of rotiro- 
ment ovory three years, a graat step forward 
would be taken in tho direction of repre- 
sentative Government. | We. cannot help 
‘thinking that if; in addition -to-the two 
elected members, there had been other. two 
members elected by the ratepayers or some 
popular constituency, the attempt to foist 
thia new system of drainage on tho Colony 
without consulting ita wishes would not 
have been allowed to pags so easily as it did. 
The other change in the Ceylon constitution 
referred. to by our contemporaries is an 
addition of ene to the number of. unofficial 
members, Governor Gordon, we beliove, 
recommended that tle addition should bs 
three, but the Secretary of State meanwhile 
has only granted one additional seat. The 
Ceylon Council is at present composed of 
nino official and six nominated unoffiials. 
Tho addition of ihres to the latter would 
make tho sides equal, the Government only 
having the supremacy by the casting vote 
of the Governor. An extension of our 
privileges in this direction in Hongkong 
would be of little benefit, as under the pro- 
sont conditions of the Colony it is necessary: 


tha Government should have a majority in’ 
the Council, and after ait does not much 


watter whether that majority be one or 
three. The real-reform we ought to strive 
for is the extension of the elective elements, 
Vory probably there would bo little change 
in ‘the men elected, but there would bea

BANDAISAN FOUR MONTHS AFTER 
. THE ERUPTION. 
To the Editor of thy ‘Ouana Mart.' 
Yokohama, Nov, 14. 
Srr,—Although many descriptions of the 


great eruption of Bandaisan, which hap- 
pened on the 15th of July lant, have been 
given tu the world, the impression of a visit 
made to the sceuo of the catastrophe nearly 
four nronths after the event may not be 
without interest, “The lovely autuinn wea- 
ther of Japan in the ond of October tempts 
to an incursion inle tho’ interior, and as 

<soveral visitors to the now famous spot all 
came back with stirring accounta of the 
marvels we determined to aco fur ourselves, 
Thad read most of what has been written on 
the subject, ineluding tho graphie descrip- 
tions by the Correspondents of the Times 
and Pall Mall, and Laupposed I had a very 
accurate idea of what tho place would be 
Tike, but Tam freo to confess tho reality 
far outstripped anything my imagination 
bad conceived. Tho fact is that no amount 
of description can convey 10 the mind the 
stupendous nature of the outbreak, and the 
overwholming amount ‘uf force that oust 
have boen developed on the occasion: 

In some respects a visit nuw is more 
favourable for getting a good view than ono 
made immediately after tho ovent. Tho 
mud is now dryand one can walk about with 
comfort all over the place. You can geton 
to the very floor of.the acone of activity snd 
examine at oase the vent holes out of which 
dense volumes’of steam aro still pouring 
aight and day, as if out of a million horse 
power . high-pressure engine 
smoke at all but pure steam, “hissing and 
roaring so that you can hardly hear yourself 
apank, and rising many hundred feet high 
upon the air, astriking object for miles and 
miles around,: . 

‘There is ho crater in the proper sense of 
the word, but only the floor or base on 
which Little Bandai stood. Lot the roader 
picture’ himself standing ou this floor facing 
North, Just over your head rose the peak 
of little Bandai, towering to a height of 
some 1,600 feet over where ‘you stand, only

a little lower than big Bandei which is there’ 


yet closs belind you to compare it by. 
Landmarks round about enable you to fill 
in the contour of the hill. Well, suddenly 
on that fatel’ morning the. Lith July, the 
whole of little Bandai in masg was torn 
wildly from its roots, projected into the a:r, 
right, left and everywhere, and fell in mosses 
‘of earth, atones, rocks and half-liquid mud 
on tho doomod plain below. The great bulk 
of it ia wrewn at your feeb as you look 
north, stretching away in fan-shape and 
eloging downwards almust as far as you can 
seo—a wild waste of earth and stones and 
stones andcarth. Nuts vestige of life or ve- 
getation is to be seen ovor the wide expause. 
All that ia buried deep down under the de- 
bris, and so will remain till the Day of 
Jodgment, On tho Aoor‘iteelf, all about 
where you stand, wassds of thy debris had 
fallcn. Here it is piled up 5: or GO 
feet, there it bers, and thore again 
is a depression now full © of “water. 
Behind you, as you stand still facing nurth, 
fs asomicircular wall almost precipitous and 
from BO to 1,00 feet high, being the line 
vf cleavage between “big Bandai which 
stands, and little Bandai ;which is gone. 
This Wall is mustly looss conglomerate, but 
on ‘the “right there ia'a reof of rock -ap- 
peroutly of limestone formation. This ref

waa cleft as under with just os much casa 
it would aeem as tho loosg rubble on tho 
other sido, . ‘ 
But the most wiedly intoresting of all 
were theag vents whic tH so plainly whora 
the fores came from which worked all tho 
distraction, By ‘vents’ I do not mean 
thuse depressions oi the side of the hill 
which were mentioned by avme of tho ear- 
ly visitors undor that namo and na ts the 
origin of which thero wos much discussion, 
but tho openings an. the ruptured surface 
“communicating with sobtermnmean eaverns 
below. There appear tu bu now sume 6 or 

8 of these vout-hule or safuty-valves as we 
u may call thom blowing off steam as ¥ have 
7 Thay seom to bo 

nearly ina line—probably along a rift in the 
J mountain oxtending into the bowels of the 
tearth, At tho batem of a Little pit where 
iano of thease vents is situated, there ies 
pout af dirty brown water throngh Which 
part of the atcam escapes, causing it to boil 
furiously and madly as if all the fires of 
bell wore burning underneath, Tho roar 
ing of the steam the boiling of the water, 
thy strung prevailing sulphur and brimstone 
smelland the wild desolation alkuround form 
a picture auch 8 can never bo’ furgetten, 
and which the present genvration, it may be 
hoped, shall never aes again. 

It is perhaps nsclera for the unscientific 
mind to apeculate on the causes of the catas- 
trophe, and yet standing on the spot and wit. 
Basing the immuonge discharge of steam stil 
going on, onocantothelptrying to form some 
sort of picture uf what the state of things 
must hava been just befure the outbreak, 
Phat it was simply a -gigautic boiler explo- 
gion there seems fram all the evidence to 
be no doubt, Little Bandsi was the-caver 
of tha boiler, and when the pressure he- 
enme too great, off it went. But for how 
many duya or weoks or months or yeara had 
the atcam been generating? Where did it 
come from, and why shonld it auddonly 
now, after 800 yonrs of silence and without 
the least warning, burst forth? Was the 
centro of Bandai hullow, and over what area 
and nt how many thousand . pounds tho 
aquare inch was tho pressure cxerted ? 
Thess aro all very interesting questiona 
which it is hopeloaa for anyone tnversed 
in the mysteries of seismology to attempt 
to solve, but it would seem probable that 
the immense pressure exerted by tho ateam 
which, generated far away dewn in the 
bowels of the carth, had found its way 
along sone cleft or. fissure to Bandai, had 
dissolved into mud or pulp tha interior of 
tho mountain, gradually eating ont a bigger 
and a bigger holo tntil finally the hollow 
shell pave way and mud and sholl together 
were projected into the air or dashed like 
mitraille along the plain, All obser: ers 
pay that the great mnes of the atuif pro- 
jected was at first pure mud—not liquid but 
soft and aticky, like clay, This was no 
doubt the interior of the m mntain churned 
np into this semi-liquid state by the 
admixivrs of tho steam under great pres- 
sure, Hage: nissts of such viscous ettlf 
were sunt flying throuh the air, and 
falling heto and there, wero dashed 
along the ground as ene might dash 
aspadeful of mud  Qno can atill see plain- 
Jy where une such mass foll—a maas proba- 
bly resembling a ball 300 or 400 feet in 


dinmeter. It must have been projected 
through the air a distahce of over 4 miles aa 
the orow fies, And it full nearthe head of a 
ravine which leads wt right angles intu the 
valley of tha Nagaraki River. One can 
follow its course by the markings on the hills 
on either side. It rolled down the ravine 
serosa the River valloy and surged up 
against the hill side opposite—-then it 
surged back again and deflecting its cnrse 
rolled in a headiing torrent duwn tha nar- 
row valley Jeaving its debris in a trail of 10 
te 30 foet deep until it gradually spent its 
fores some two miles lower down, 

Thin would appear to be a’ typiesl ins- 
tance of what took place, Tho term ‘mur- 
flaw! has been uanally employed to describe 
the avalanche that awept down the hillside, 
Init this hardly conveys a entrect iden. Te 
certuioly was pot a ‘flow’ in the usual 
sense, for tha deposit by no meuna follows 
the ravines and bollaws. The tied must 
have come with great initial velocity be- 
sid-s that duo to its uwn weight and 
suing the ground muat have beon dashed 
and atrewa with violence in all dir. ctions. 
As it lies now the surface ;resenta the 
grentest irreyulirities—something like the 
bummocks of ice on an arctic sux—masacs of 
the debris being’ piled up in utter confusion 
10 20, or 30 feet high. Approaching it 
from below, in fact, the first idea that aug- 
goats itrelf is that all the navvies in the 
werld had been at work excavating for 
1000 years or so, and had dumped their 
stuff snywhore without order or method. 

Nothing is to be ssen now of the ruiua 
caused by. the wind from the explosion 
among the villages, All tho. houses have 
beer repaired and life has resumed its 
wonted tenor. The inhabitants round 
Inawashiro were al! busy gathering 
in a rich harvest of rice, and all 
the plain seemed smiling and  bnppy. 
Even tha unfortunate inhabitants of the 
.Nakasaka village, or those that are left of 
them whose rico Innda were entirely aver- 
whelmed by the mud deluge, were all busy 
at work repairing dawages,. They were 

ivirting tho river back into tts ald channel 
and building up an embankment out of the 
very stones and mnd that had wrought the 
destraction, Looking dewn on the little 
busy group carrying mad and fittine in the 
stones, withall the evidence before un of the 
gigantic forces that so recently had dono 
the mischief, one could not help comparing 
them to an industrious colony of ants whose 
home. baa ruthlessly. been levelled by a 
haman foot. Their puny efforts svemed so 
insignificant beside the stupendons rnin. 
But patience and labour effect wondera, 
Nature was also beginning to reassert its 
away over. the acene, for here and there 
whero the siperiucnmbent mad was not 60 
doop coarse grasses and bamboo shoots wera 
already forcing their way though the 
debris. Beforelong doubtiess all tho out- 
Jying portions of the overflow will be 
covered with vegitation, “bat for many 
many yoara to-come Bandaisan will bes 
standing monument of the great eruption

THE LITTLE HONGKONG MURDER 
CASE, 


PRISONERS SENTENCED TO DEATH. 


The trial of thia case was resumed to-day. 
The evidence for- the prosecution having 
been concluded, | f 

Mr Robinsou, counsel for the prisoners, 
said he did nat propose to call avy wit- 
neascs, It now, however, became his grave 
duty to set before the jury, tho defence of 
the prisoners and’ to comment: on the evid. 
ence for the prosecution: It.was for the 
prosecution in all. cases, and in no case 0’ 
much as where the issue of tho trial is Jife 
or death, to prove their case, and the pro- 
accution’ had uo right whatever to wak the 
jury to take apon their cunsciences any. 
risk of doubt. ‘If any risk existed that by 
a verdict of guilty the jury would. do 
wroug to there men and deprive them 
of their lives, tho. law, together . with 


common humanity and. justice, required 
that tho jury whould find « verdict af 
not guilty. Hia main duty wns to com- 
ment on the evidence for the . prosecution, 
and he thought ho would be nblo to show 
the jury that that evidence waa: not re- 
liable, was not such as would warrant the 
jury in coming to « clear and positive om- 
clnsioa in thoir own minds that these mon 
were, and must be guilty. When tho 
Attorney Gonoral opened the caso he 
called the attention of the jury to the out- 
lines of it, He said that ano elament in 
the proof of the charge would bo that these 


[men wore found with goods idontified as 


belonging to the plundered hous in. their 
ponscssion. Ho said alao that unother cle. 
ment would be the possession of arms and 
their suspicious conduct, and thon he said 
there wasa boy who, would identify them. 
This murning thoy had hoard all shout 

what he might call the circnmstantial 
evidence, and ho putit te tho jury that ik 
did. not put the casa materially. further 
than the bey carried it He wontd 
not eay it did not bear on the’ case ab 
all, but it liad practically no bearing. 

If ‘they bulioved the boy, they bad no 
need of this ovidence, and if they did net 
ueliove the boy, thia evidence standing 
slone could not warrant the jury in find- 
ing a verdict ngainst the prisoners 
The posau:sion af the goods aud arma and 

tho conduct of tho: men wers explainable 

by quite another set of circumslunces, 

nam Jy that they wero terrified into certain 

conduct by the fuct that they were the re- 
ecivers of theye goods knowing them to 
have been stolen, That explained every- 
thing they bad heard that morning. Tf they 
doubted the boy this evidence did not assist 
them in coming to a conclusion, because it 
war all referable to anothor svt of circum- 
stancea, not that these men were present 
and assisted in the murder, but that after 
the murder wags committed and the men 
had. come bick and spread themselves over 
tho City of Victoria and Kowloon they pro- 
ceeded to use these men for the purpose of 
getting rid of the plunder.thoy hnd got and 
hide the signe of their erime. This was 
corroborated by the fact that the men the 
moment they were arrested mado an expla- 
natien which did not involve _ their 
participation in uny crimo excopt thit of 
feloniously receiving. There was one other 
cirenmastance which would tond to show the 
probability of this cours having been adopt. 
ed by the robbers, ‘Tho Attornoy General 
had told them that the day bofaro thease men 
wore arrested another man had been 
arrested with similar (foods in bis possession 
and was brought ap that vary morning on 
the chatge.of buing present at this murder 
and robbery. Would vot the arrest of this 
man have nade the robbers all the more 
eager to get rid of all traces of their guilt ? 
They would say, ‘Perhaps that man to 
save himself will, rewnd upon us; we most 
get rid of all these things.’ He submitted, 
then, that the facts before the jury raired 
no other question than that of felontously 
tecciving these goods, ant it simply came 
to this, as he bad said before, that if they 
did not believe the evidence uf the bay 
there was no uvidence upon which they 
could aafely conviet these wen. He! was 
not. prepared tu dispute the Attorney 
Goacral’s statement of the Jaw as it affected 
the case, but he wonld Jearo' that to ‘his 
Lerdship, «Tho issue of life or death really 
natrowed itself duwn to whether these men 
were present nt tho murder or nut. Tf 
they wore’ present they tere guilty of 
murder, and if they “were not. present, 
whatever other crime they might be 
guilty of, they were not gailly of mur- 
der.” It might be said, *Lot these men 
come forward and: say where they were 
at the time in question; but he need 
uot tell the jury that it was a very difficult 
thing to prove where they were, especialy 
as thesmucder was. committed at midnight. 
Another point for the juty to consider was 
the character and tl. credibility of tha boy 
who identified the twit prirauers. Ha 
apppeared ter bya quick litsle boy, and there 
certainly was about him sumcthing in which 
he differed from a European child, A Eur- 
opean child of twelvo would, unless he had 
been very unfortunate, have been subject to 
influences of religion, which’ vere atrong in 
childron, and these would: have formed a 
powerful motive for his telling the truth. 
‘Then, again, inthe case of a Bur-pean child 
be would in all probsbility havea clear idan 
of the respansibility he was incurring. He 
would have a clear idea that it waa a caso 
of murder and that the consequences to these 
men would be of tho most awful uature. 
In this case neither of theso moral infln- 
ences wera present. The boy had no ides 
of tha gravity of the charge. Ho did net 
even know that-it waas case of murder. 
He said it was burglary and that it was a 
grave offence, but he was not imbued with 
a songo of responsibility, This waa what 
the jury had to cunsider befuro they came 
to the evideneo itself. If it was true it was 
conclusive, but was it true or fraudulent f 
Tt would have been a very simple thing to 
havo instigated the child to tell this story 
frautivlently. There cauli be no doubt 
about the murder and robbery, and all that 
wag to be done was to let thu child gota 
sight of tho prisoners ucknown to the p li-e 
go that he might be nble to point them out 
afterwards, ‘The fact that twelve days had 
elapsed between tho first examination of 
the prisonera at the Magistrncy and the 
identification of the two prisonera favoured 
this theory. It was enough at least 
to raiso a suspicion aa to the yenuine- 
pess of tho. bey’a evidence, It had 
not been shown that thia was a case in 
which the witneasos came b:fore the Court 
with perfectly pure intent. It looked as if 
there was undue anxicty on the part of 
aome pergon to obtain a coriviction against 
these men and that this evidence was got 
up becauge it was seon a conviction was not: 
likely unless tho men wero identitied. He 
could leave tho case with the jury in that 
way. The question for them. to c-neider 
was whether the ease was proved beyond 
doubt. Was it proved to them that these 
men tere present ab the murder. . He ad- 
niftted that it might be that they came 
before thé jury with a grave stain upon 
their character. There might be-a gravo 
suspicion that they were willing receivers 
of, pod possibly participators in the plunder | 
of this robbery, but. there wag na evidence 
of a conclusive character before the jury 
which would justify the jury in Gnding 
that they wero guilty of murder. It was not 
only a case of doubt but it bristled with 
doubt, and ha wouldask the jury, whatever 
crime these men might bo.guilly of, tu do 
them justice in this matter;and hv left the 
Jives of the prisoners in their lands, 


The Attorney General anid 
by no means ‘slways the duty of the: 
prosecution in a case of this kind} 
to avail itself of the right of roply upon the | 
defence being heard. . It was ouly in excep- 
tional circumstances that it was considered { 
desirable to exercise that right, but after 
the line of observation which: bad teon 
taken by-his learned friend iu his eloquent 
apaech fur the prisoners he thought it was 
only right aud proper that on the pat of 
the prosecutios, and for the assistance of 
the Court, he should make a faw comments 
upon the objections that had been urged 
against the case put forward for the prise. 
cation. His-learned friend Jad adopted a 
aystem of addressing the jury which was, 
he thought, new in this Court, and one 
which wes contrary to what he believed to 
be the rule when advocates wero addressing 
juries. Mr Robinson had told the jury 
about his impressions and his private cons 


ik waa: 
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victions and opinions, and the jury must 
pot out of their minds ovetything which 
had beon put in that way, iiaemuch as it 
waa not legitimate argument fu pat before a 
jury, and it was not ateriy! upon which 
tha jury could possibly come to ary con- 
clusion: He qnite ayreed wih what his 
learned friend said nt the boxinning of his 
apeech—that nothing could be more 
serious than the cesponsibility .which. 
rested on the jury in a case of this 
kind, Thoy were not to eoyvict these 
men eashly, improperly or ou insufticient 
evidonge, or spito of any reasonable aub- 
stantial donbtas to the guilt of. the pri- 
sonors, but thoy must underaiand also 
that their responsibility was not ono 


whit’ loss if they withont any substantial 


doubt hesitated to discharge the duty 
which rested upon them. On that pvint 


ho was prepared to submit on behalf’ 


of the prosoctition that there was a cine 
against tho priconors in which no reasonable 
doubt existed, (He asked tho jury to at. 
tond tr tha real facts brought out ’in evid. 
ance and not to what ho could not help eall- 
ing the disturted and misluading version of 
them piven by. his learned friend. Upon 
the evidence they had heard was there any 
real substantial ground ‘for believing that 
the evidence of the bey conld have been a 
frond got up for thu felonious purpose of de- 
atroying thes: two mon; was their one tittle, 
one shadow of a fact before them in the 
evidence to auggeat anch a thing? © That 
there liad bocn -an armed attack on the 
hauao, and that there had beew a wurder 
was nob disputed, The only point at issue 
wae ag to the identificating ofsthose two 
nen, They bad been found in possession 
of property taken from’ -tho plundered 
house ; they were found armed in the same 
manner us thoy were said to be by tho 
boy ‘whon he saw them in the house, 
and ona of them was found in posses- 
ainu of a number of revolver cartridges 
wrapped up in a handkerchief which had 
beon identified as part of the stolen pro- 
perty. Aa to the evidence of the boy, 
ha had been brought up to the Police 
atation, and ander the usual precautions to 
enauro the genuineness of the identification 
he identified the two prisoners without 
hesitation. Thete was nothing, he anb- 
mitted, before the jury to lead them to 
doubt the honesty and Lona fides of any of 
the witnesses, or ta Jend them to believe 
that they were parties to a felonious fraud 
which had for it- purpose tho murder of 
these twa mon. ° 

His Lordship, in addressing the jury, said 
ha felt quite aure they had paid every at- 
tention to the evidence and would give the 
utmost consideration to the verdict they 
hnd to return. As to the main features of 
tho case, tha whole defence was based on 
the non-ideniification of these men, and it 
waa for the jury to aay whether the two 
prisoners had been idontified as members 
of the band by whom the attack on the 
house waa made. Tho law of tho case had 
been very fairly stated by the Atturnoy 
General, and Mr Rebinsun agreed with 
him—that was to say that if a gang of men 
engaged in an unlawful undertiking and 
while prosecuting the object they had in 
view killed anyone they wero all equally 
guilty of murder. But there was another 
point af law to which ha was bound to call 
the aitention of the jury. Thero waa a 
question arose in this case aa te recont 
possession, In ordinary eases of robbery 
recent’ possession raised a probable pre- 
sumption that the porson in whosa possession 
the proporty was Fourd was the thief. His 
Lordship then proceeded to review the 
evidence, considerable portions of which he 
Tead to the jury. He'suid ifthe jury had 
any. reasonable doubt with regard to the 
evidence of the boy they must give wight 
toit. Buteven if they thonght the boy’s 
story was fraudulent there ware eartaiu dry 
and hard facts in the case thut-roust bo got 
over, He could not ave one tittle of ovid- 
ence supporting the suggestion as to frand, 
Thera wore cerlain isulated slatementa 
upi which counsel for the defence had 
based that suggestion, principally the state- 
ment that the boy was not seen by the 
Inspector of Police when he visited the 


-honse shortly after the attack, If the jury 


were satisfied that the . two prisunera 
tuok partin the attack, whether or nob it 
was either of their bards that fired 
the fatal shot, they wero bound to return a 
verdiot of guiliy, however reluctant they 
might he to doit, However disagreeable it 
might be te them, however contrary to 
their principles, considering that in the 
ardinary course of cvents it meant death to 
the prisoners, their duty wpon their oath 
was to return a true verdict, and if upon 
the ovidenca they were satisfied that those 
tivo men ‘were present *é and took part in 
the attack, ihen their duty was clear, and 
the only tray verdict wou'd be ‘guilty.’ 
But a great. judge had said, and wel 
srid, thet it was better to spare ten 
guilty mon than to hang one innoceat 
man. If,’ therefore, the jury had any 
reasonable doubt, not mere fancy, but 
something for which they could assign 
a caltee in their own minds, then the prisun- 
ers were entitled to the benefit of it. 

The jury, after a retirement of about ten 
minutes, returned.a unanimous verdict of 
* guilty ' against both prisoners.

PORT ARTHUR. 


A correspandent ‘writes ‘to the Chinese 
Times ag folluwa:—The building of the 
dock proceeds fairly, though nov su fast as 
had been expected: at ono time, owing to 
tho dificultica which had to bo encountercd 
on the weat sida of the basin. The wall 
there haa to bo founied ana bank of pure 
black mud, The abutments which wero 
annlé into-the mud, substential sa thoy were, 
foll over in ull directions like cranky ships 
or top-heavy aien when the mud became 
naetsble duriug the rains, and bofore tho 
abutments reached solid aoil, Lhe French 
evgineera tried but in vain to straighten 
the walls and’ catablish them firmly, und 
Monsieur Griffon, the. chief engineer, used 


many ingenious devices to the admiration” 


of all beholdera, who trusted he would 
ultimatoly succeed in his offorts, 


You said in a late. issae of your paper 
that the French engineers had now over- 
come the water which lind ran into the 
basin during the heavy-ting, but thie state- 
Ment requires some niodification, ity so far 
ag that tho last teuth of the inundation de- 
fiea afl efforta to got rid of it. As long as 
the water wag over a certuits depth, say GFt., 
the pumps were able to diminish it at the 
rate of 3in. or 4in. daily, but when it came 
to about tho 6ft. lovel a leak was disquvered 
that cannot yet be stopped, and the lower 
the aurface of the falling water to greater 
externni preasure on this leak, Indeed the 
powerful pumps have, during the last fort~ 
night, had but little effect- on it, Taking 
tho affair altovether, the difficulties of buiid- 
ing this dock sre very great, and all 
Monsieur Griffon’s talenta and experience 
are required to finish the work. On the 
other hand, the work-shops and magazinca 
are coming near to completion. They sre 
very fiue aud novel specimens uf architec- 
t:re, not surpassed in this country, A 
round chimney ia rising. It will bo 100 fect 
high. Without doubt the French contrac- 
tore are doing their work well. 


Tho Filsang brought ns 3,000 cases of 
“cocoa powder’ for the heavy guus of the 
fleet and for the batteries of Port Arthur, 
This powder came from the firm of Carmer 
and Buch-hols of Ruebeland. 


COREAN AFFAIRS. 


The accounts received during the paat 
week from Sveul apparently indicate that, 
althuugh the Corean Kiug aud Government 
sli!l move in the couse whuse ultimate 
reauit will be disruption of the time-worn 
Londa cf Chinese sugeruinty, yet the pro- 
gress is slow if steady. At the moment 
the chief question in debate is the position 


of Yuen, the Chinese, Resident. .. Nearly -a- 


snonth ‘ago the Curean King, acting upon 
sonnd advice, and according ty the usages 
common to’ all countries that have 
diplomatic interconrae with other nations, 
als in aceordauce, if the matter is viewed 
in other lights, with the privileges. of both 
the independent and mediatised states of 
Tndin, demnnded the recall of Yuou, The 
despatch was addressed to H. EB. the 
Viceroy Li, but it ia tepurted that tho 
request was uccompauiet by a clear 
intinmtion thet if the. Viceroy did not 
prant the desires of the King, a petition 
wiuld be sent, 28 a second step, to the 
Emperor, and thut iv any case the Corean 
Government would distinctly refuse to con- 
tinuy diplomatic injerconrse with thy 
obnoxious Envay. 


Lt ia said that, in reply, an intimation was 
given to tho Corean Court, that Yuen would 
be withdsawa when Mr, N, Denny ceased 
to bold office in Seonl, ond departed from 
the country, Thiszuply, if our information 
is correct, fails to weet the caso, as we elall 
now proceed to shor, 


Though wo do not altogether agree with 
Mr Denny in his fierce accusations, wo 
admit that to Western eyes the behaviour 
of Yuen -has aften appeared intolerable, 
Yet itis asid, on teatimony which cannot. 
be entirely put aside, that he has been as 
mach sinned agninat as sinniny. At any 
tate his auperiora, here andin Poking, after 
requiring the fullest explanations from hiw, 
profess te be satisfied, and at the ond of his 
torm of office, when he might have been re- 
called without distredit to himself, or’ ro- 
proach of weakness to the Chinese Govern- 
ment. he was canfirmed in his eld. post b, 
the Viceroy with the approval of the Ya- 
inén; and that, tov, in the face of the fact 
that there is an influential party in Peking 
holding opinions about. Corea antagonistic 
to those of the Viceroy. | It is plain, there- 
fore, that Yuen, whens called-upon to se- 
count fer hia actiona, aatistied his judges, 
some of whom hud a strong bias against both 
him and his patron, the Viceroy, 

Taking the very definite charges of Mr 
Denny sgainst Yuen, and belisving thor- 
oughly that Me Denny, according to hia 
lights, has made. them. with. ardent good 
faith, we are forced to two conelusiona when 
we regard the official judgments of Tieutsin 
aud Peking... It is admitted that Yuen was 
engaged in both plots and. counter-plote, 
that he had eayer partigana and relentless 
enemies, Alao, that owing to the ine«tti- 
tude of Chincse fureign yolicy, which since 
the close of the recent ‘war has heen more 
opportuniat than ever before, he bad-.to 
trust tv himsalf and act on bis ova re- 
sponsibility, and that, considering the 
burden of cares upon him, his daugers, bis 
liabilities, and his inability to comprehend 
the forces that miuke for unrest, change, 
and the separation of Corea fromm China, he 
endeavoured to cope with the dangerous and 
ever vrentening cumplications by traditional 
Oriental methods. And it must ba. said, 
too, that the Viceroy Li and the imeinbera 
of the Peking Yawdn. judge Yoen, ap 
Oriental, by their native and- not by 
Western standards, a 

Conevding that (provided better proof is 
given of Yuen’s grave mindoings than has 
yet been rendered) it will nob be possible

AN ASPIRANT TO THE THRONE 
: OF BURMAH. 

By Rangoon papers rescived by’ Inst 

mail,we sce thot Opper Burmah continues 
to ba in a disturbed state. To sdd to tho 
many elcmenta of disturbances, a pretender 
to the throne has started up, and has issued: 
8 proclamation announcing. his coming to 
deliver the country frum British rule. A 
correspondent writing to the Rangoon 
Gazefte from the disturbed districts, says 
under 3rd Nov, :— 

The Protendor lives: in tho hills in the 
Kyoukso district and knuwa exactly buw 
the British troops are arfanged, and if 
fresh foreca aro imorching up to attack him 
and his gang. Immediately ho soes a body 
of troops and huw they ara arranged for 
attack he makes hia own dispositions and 
not only inflicts a emall loss on the British, 
but alse effects a strategic movement to the 
roar with the greatest of ease.. Hia gang I 
botiove numbers eoven hundred, and are all 

rehed on a hill which has beon surrounded 

yy our troops. The train took up the day 
before yesterday some men of the Munsters 
and also of the Native Infantry. Now that 
the hill ia surrounded and enongh troo 
are on the apot, it is jhoped that tha Pre. 
teudor Princo will not cacapo again, Tho 
country all over to the south is much diss 
turbed and is dangerous to travel in. The 
bazaar gossip is that the Pretendor will 
attack Mandalay very soon and that tho 
country will again fall into: the handa of 
tha Burmese. Meanwhile we have 300 
men of the Native Infantry and Cavalry on 
patrol duty at night in- the city. The 
Munatera are having route marches to 
terrify the people about. . 

Mundalay, 4th November,—The follow- 
mg proclamation has been posted in Man+ 
dalay by the Pretender Prince against 
heretic kudlas ;—' Loyal Burmans, I, Grand- 
aon of a King, Master, Lord Saddhaa Sin 
Min, Embryo of elephants and Lord of all 
white elcphants, Master und Lord of all 
deadly wenpons, issue proclamation, for 
people to carry out obediontly and con. 
acientiouely, that in the year 1247 Theo. 
baw, of great groat glory, all powerful, was 
deceived and dethroned by the horetio 
kullas, romoved and taken to a forcign 
country to his utter disgroce and tho 
annuyance of the national feeling. Under 
these circumstances I, all powerful and of 
‘treat glory, Grandson of the Inte Toung- 
dwingyi Paya, called a durbar in the Shan - 
States, meeting all the leading Sawbwas, 
and oxpressed my feelings injured by tho - 
heretic kullus ; the Sawbwasa of the different 
States gave me promise of allegiance and 
also to oxpel the horctio kullas at any risk, 
Wherefore I proclaim to tho residents of 
Mandalay, especiaily the Aedlas, that Tom 
going to wage war with you sll, I will 
lead my army. Stand against my powor if 
you can do «0, otherwise-do net run sway. 
Jam resolved to extirpate all heretic kulas, 
It is also proclaimed to oll Burman ser. 
vanis employed in kutlas" honsea to behead 

their masters, aud bring their hoads on my 
arrival Mlandelay, in default their fami- 
lies wit oy burnt. This proclamation waa 
pronom..od on the morning of durbar aud 
tycorded by the Thanzinnsy Myotheeres,’ 

The officials treat the proclamation with 
contempt, and the night patrols reeom- 
mence to nssure the residents.
